cution. 


The four spy suspects ".nve been un- 


der surveillance for several weeks, but 
not until two of them, n woman styl- 
ing herself Mine. Desplno Davklovltch 
Storcn, and an associate, designated 
as Huron Henri oe Uevlilo, departed 
for Cuba a week ago after a mysteri- 
ous two-day Junket to Washington, did 
the authorities consider their appre- 
hension advisable. 


The othor two suspects are known 


as Mmo. .lOI.'ssuholh Charlotte Nix and 
Count .Robert de Clalrmont.

West, while en route to Cuba, a half- 
bushel basket of papers was seized 
from a safe deposit box In this city 
which one of them had rented.

More than fifty planes wore In the 


air when Secretary Baker's train ap-

As soon as one of the machines caught 
sight of the fllPtant train It swooped 
down and gave the signal to all the 
othor planes, which promptly drew up 
In formation, escorting the (rnln to the 
camp. 


After a visit to headquarters the 


secretary of war and his party set off 
for the flying field, whom the machines 
were drawn up In long lines, three 
deep, the loud humming of the motors 
greeting Mr, Baker. 


Fifteen planes darted up simulta- 


neously, flying In close formation and 
gradually the air became filled with 
squad after squad until more than a 
hundred machines were darting over- 
head, some flying so close their wings 
almost touched one another.

Greatest Battle of War. 


London, March '23,—In a battle that 


has rlvulad in ferocity any that bus 
preceded it during three and a half 
years of warfare Ibe British, on a f)0- 
mlle front, have withstood a groat Ger- 
uum offensive in lis i n i t i a l .stages. 


At some points t:lie British line has 


been bent back, but not as much as 
had been expected by military experts 
acquainted with the forces the Ger- 
mans hud brought up and the power 
of the giuts they hud upon and behind 
the line. 


Inflict Heavy Casualties on Foe. 
As the result of the struggle on 


that part of the? front just west of 
Carnbrni, where the lighting was ap- 
parently hottest, the British line has 
nowhere been broken and Field Mar- 
shal Haig's :nen have in/Hctod fright- 
ful ca usual ties on the enemy. 


As an Indication of the .sanguinary 


nature of the lighting, the Berlin for- 
pign odice states that'10,000 men and 
200 guns have been captured. 


This may be-compared to the British 


losses in the German counter-offensive 
of December 4, 1017, when 6,000 men 
and 1.00 guns were captured. 


Tried, to Drive Wedge. 


The first reports1 of. Infantry fight- 


ing wert indicative' of. nn attempt on 
the part of the Germans 
to drive 


wedges into both sides of the Carabrai 
salient, isolate the British troops fur- 
ther east and regain the Hlutleuburg 
line, from which they were driven on 
November 22, 1917, by General Byng's 
sudden blows. 


Subsequent dispatches bave proved 


that this was indeed the plan of the 
Gorman general staff. The fighting on 
the rest oi' the 50-mile front was but 
a side issue to the terrific onslaught 
aimed at Gauche wood nud Lngnicourt, 
the south and north buses of tho sali- 
ent. 


St. Ledger Scene of Fight. 


There is no data upon which it is 


possible to estimate the success at- 
tained by the Germans to th.e south, 
but names of towns where the armies 
were battling on Friday show that on 
the northern side of the salient the 
Germans bent the British line back 
about two and a half miles. 


It was reported that St. Ledger was 


the scene of a hard struggle nnd that 
Dlognios had been retaken by the Brit- 
ish. These points are nbout four Jdlo- 
meters, or 2.48 miles, 'back of the 
British linesras they stood before the 
attack began. Berlin claims that Brit- 
ish first lino positions from Arras to 
La Fore were captured. 


600,000 Men in Attack. 


The concentration of men and ar- 


tillery on the British front, ns shown 
In official reports, demonstrates that 
the Germans are making n determined 
effort to smash the British front.

St. Ledger Scene of Fight. 


There is no data upon which it is 


possible to estimate the success at- 
tained by the Germans to tlje south, 
but names of towns where the armies 
were battling on Friday show that on 
the northern side of the salient the 
Germans bent the British line back 
about two- and a half miles. 


It was reported that St. Ledger was 


the scene of a hard struggle and that 
Diognies had been retaken by the Brit- 
ish.

Upon receivine this ballot, thc voter must retire 


alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot 


clerk may inform thc voters of the proper manner of marking n ballot, but 
he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b)) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any 


party he shall make a cross or othor mark 
under the party designation 


printed at the top of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose. 
A ballot 


so marked and having no other mark will bo counted for all thc candidates 
of that party in thc column underneath, unless thc names of some of 
the 


candidates of thc party have been erased or a name shall be written in or a 
cross mark be placed in the sqicuv at thc right of thc name or names of can- 
didates in another cloumn. 
n the voter docs not wish to vote for all thc 


candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a

compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of thc 
ballot box, 


hand him his ballot to be placed in thc box and pass out of the voting place. 


(c) 
A voter, who declares to tho presiding officer that he is unable to 


read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark bis ballot 
can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking same, to be 
chosen by thc voter; and if ho declares that he is totally blind ho may be 
assisted by any person chosen by him from among tho legal voters of thc 
county. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as 


to such person's disability.

The Kasler services at Mount St. Sopulchor ac- 


t u a l l y commence a week before, for the rites of 
holy week are hut a preparation for the glorious 
celebration of Easier. They are carried out with 
f u l l detail and liturgical splendor and after .the 
milliner of those at Jerusalem, tho sent of tho 
apdial shrines of Christ, where the Franciscan 
friars have boon tho custodians since 1223, when 
Ihe fervor and piety of St. Francis won this right 
for himself and his followers. 


The first servlco of holy week takes pluco Palm 


Sunday with tho nine o'clock mass, when the 
celebrant blesses and distributes the palms at the 
central nllnr. 
After this the traditional proces- 


sion takes place, In representation of our Lord's 
triumphal entry Into Jerusalem, when tho multi- 
tudes waved palm branches before him and shout- 
ed "Hosannah to tho Highest!" 
This service Is 


similar to that now celebrated In Jerusalem at 
the Church of the Holy Sopulcher.

The Good Friday evening service at the Church 


of tho Holy Sepulchcr Is unique In this country, 
and represents (ho burial of our Lord, following 
closely that performed at Jerusalem. 
The church 


Is In comparative darkness and the scenes In this 
dim light take on an added solemnity. Previous 
lo this service the figure of Christ has been taken 
from Its year-long resting place In the holy sci1)- 
ulcher and Ls now reclining on a bier In front 
of tho representations of Mount Calvary. ' The 
figure Is incensed; pri»yers are said, and, follow- 
ing the first of n series of sermons In various 
languages Is preached from the spot. 


Then the solemn procession is formed. 
The 


dead Christ on tho bier, partly covered by a pall, 
Is homo by the monks. 
Preceding this, at the 


head of tho cortogo, are carried representations 
of the crown of thorns, of! tho three nails which 
pierced hands and feet, of the spoar which wound- 
ed tho side and of tho spongo filled with vinegar 
which thoy gave him to drink. 


aflor which (he crucifix on the main

Tho procession moves slowly round the church, 


stopping at Intervals before the various altars. 
Tho blor Is rested at each until a sermon In a

finally rested upon tho stone of unction, which Is 
in front of tho holy sopnlehor, and the last sermon 
Is thon preached. After the sermon tho figure is 
again Incensed, prayers arc recited nnd the dead 
Christ is laid to rest for another year In the holy 
sepulcher. 


On Holy Saturday, or Easter evo, quite a num- 


ber of old liturgical rites nre observed nt the 
Church of tho Holy Scpnlchor. Chief among them 
Is the blessing of tho paschal candle at the nine 
o'clock morning service. 


On the evening of Holy Saturday the church Is 


beautifully decorated with Easter flowers and 
greens, and there Is held the "sorvice of resur- 
rection." Tho friars go to tho part of the church 
In front of tho holy sopulcher and thon'chant the 
solemn malins of tho resurrection. 
At the con- 


clusion of this office the- celebrant and his minis- 
torn proceed to the holy sopulcher nnd the blessed 
sacrament Is brought out in triumph. In gorgeous 
procession, amid hymns nnd the ponllng of the 
organ, It Is' carried round through the various 
chapels, nnd finally to the high altar, where the 
solemn benediction Is bestowed, and the flrst 
service of Enster Is over. 
., 


The Raster Sunday masses, following the cus- 


tom of those In Jerusalem, are said In the holy 
sopulcher every half hour from 5 :30 In the morn- 
Ing. At nine o'clock a solemn high mass Is said 
at the control altar, when the gorgeous Easter 
music is beautifully rendered by the monastery 
choir before n congregation which crowds the 
great edifice. A. custom of several years' standing 
at the first service of Easter Sunday Is'the at- 
tendance In n body of a large number of Howard 
university students, who walk out to the monas- 
tery church to partake of the early Easter sacra- 
ment. At the 8:30 service In the afternoon tho 
chanting of the office of compline, f.s followed by 


. the solemn benediction of the blessed sacrament. 


If 'Easter day be bright and sunny, such of the 


grounds of the church nnd monastery ns may be 
explored by the public nre fliled with sightseers 
nfter this song service. 
They wander through 


the well-kept grounds nnd generally find their way 
to .the grotto of Lonrdes, lying In n little valley to 
the south of the monastery. This Is n facsimile 
reproduction of the- famous shrine of the Pyre- 
nees, created by the Franciscan friars here for 
the benefit of those pilgrims who cannot see tho 
famous grotto of miraculous healing in Its native 
home In the south of France. 


It Is only upon special occasions that one may 


penetrate, the seclusion of the beautiful cloisters 
and courtyard of the monastery, the great, severe- 
ly plain rectangular bulldij}# behind the church. 


The courtyard, with Its• vine-covered cistern in 


the center, is a spot of rich beauty, which lends 
additional charm 
to the graceful ambulatory, 


where the friars take exercise and recreation in 
inclement weather. Nor may one, except by spe- 
cial privilege, penetrate the 
beautiful private 


grounds 
of 
the 
monastery 
nnd 
enjoy 
the 


exquisitely kept garden and grounds which the 
monks have created behind their home.

feed, In the right variety, under such 
conditions thai, ihoy do not gorge them- 
selves at any time, nnd tnko exorcise 
enough to keep them In good condition. 


Soft feeds for poultry nre ground 


grains nnd by-products, vegetables, the 
flo.slj parts of animal feed substances, 
and table scraps, which are a mixture 
of such things. Hard foods are whole 
and cracked grains, find the mineral 
parts of animal feeds. ' 


Mixture Is Mash. 


A soft feed mixture Is called a mash. 


Mas-lies are fed either In a moist or 
In a dry state. Tho. form In which the 
mash Is given determines the manner 
of feeding It, and—to some extent— 
the method of feeding the hard grain. 
A moist mash Is usually given as one 
of two or more regular meals, and In 
such quantity that It Is all consumed 
within a short time. Table scraps with 
enough ground feed to absorb any ex- 
cess of moisture make a good moist, 
mash. A dry mash Is usually fed in! a 
hopper from which (he birds can eat 
nt will at all (linos or at least, for sov- 
ej'iil hours dally. 


The dry mash method Is most con- 


venient for poultry keepers who are 
away from home all day, and In short 
winter days cnnnot attend to their 
hens by daylight. With an ample sup- 
ply of dry mush In a hopper, a day's 
allowance of hard grain in the litter 
of straw or other light material cov- 
ering the floor of tile coop, n. piece of 
cabbage; or of mnngel wurxol where 
the hens can eat what they want of 
It, fresh wnter, and supplies of oyste?1 


shell-and grit in small hoppers, pro- 
vision hns been made for all needs of 
the hens, and 
they 
will lay 
well, 


though not, perhaps, quite as many 
eggs as when hand-fed two or three 
times dally. 


Recipe for Dry Mash.

Franciscan monastery on the outskirts of U'ash- 
inifton. 


The Franciscan order of friars has luid charge 


of file holy places of Palestine since early In the 
thirteenth century. 
-St. Fnmcls of Assisl. the 


founder ol' the order, was granted their custody 
by the Mohammedans. 
In Washington :i body of 


devout monks has created an esf-iihllslitnent which 
li a ineniorinl of all the holy shrines of Palestine 
and reproduces the .services hiking place then?. 


The Church of the Holy Scpnli'licr, mimed after 


the fiitmitls ImslKca in Jei-iisaletii. and its alta(.-hed 
monastery ol' FranHsejin friars nre situated to 
ihe northeast of Washington, three miles from the 
I'nlted Slates treasury, regarded as the center of 
the clfv. 
The hrily brothers were, wise In their 


Neleetii.n of their site, when some 1." years agri 
they chose the glui'lnns wimileil eminenci.1 now 
known us Moiml St. Sepnleher. overlooklm,' miles 
upon miles of veriliirit Mnryliind on one side and 
on the other Ihe capital of the rutted SUil-es. Tt 
Is a gracious spot- nnd a f i t t i n g place for the ro- 
piTiduetlon of ihe most sacred places of earth. 


In the great church, built upon P.yznntlno linns, 


restrained by the rule of .simplicity of the order, 
In the "form of the five-fold cross, which wns tho 
coat-of-arms of Ihe Latin kingdom of Jerusalem. 
are assembled f a i t h f u l reproductions of the holy 
shrines of Palestine, each separate and distinct, 
I.ut id! combined In a beautiful ami harmonious 
whole. 


The chief feature of the church, as of the whole 


establishment. Is the holy septllcher, which is an 
exnct reproduction of the original tomb preserved 
In Jerusalem as the holy of holies and sheltered 
by the magnificent Church of Holy Sepulcher, 
the mecca of nil Christians. 
It WHS to preserve 


the toirib of Christ- that many of the crusaders 
of old from various purrs of the world laid down 
their lives. 


The holy sepulcher In the monastery church 


lii-re,. us In Jerusalem, consists of two apartments. 
The outer apartment Is called the Clmpel of the 
Angel, because the angel was found seated here 
on the morning of the first Master. And the inner 
chamber, which Is the tomb. 
The chapel of flu; 


imgel is entered by n low arched doorway, sur- 
mounted by 
ii 
liirirn relief -panel representing 


Christ rising from the tomb. 
A casket of stone 


In the colter of the chamber contains n fragment 
nf stone from Jerusalem. 


Through ii n tircnway so low that one must stoop 


far to enter It Is the sepiilcher <>C Christ. It Is a 
replien of the ban', rock-hewn cell, the tomb of 
Joseph of Arlnmthen, In which Christ was laid 
•ifrer his crucifixion. 
In the original sepulclu>r 


a slab of ma-rble has been laid over the tomb to 
cover It from desecrating hands. Hera that slat) 
Is reproduced, ami on Its lies a figure of the 
Christ, who, after, flu- anointing of bis body, Ui.v 
here In death from Good Friday until his resur- 
rection faster morn. 


Abovo tho tomb Is n facsimile of the silver re- 


lief panel of Raphael's "Resurrection," which 
cardinal Antonelll donated to tho holy sepulcher. 
In Jerusalem the soft lumps which "dimly light the 
wienvl chamber are of sold, silver and precioun 
stones. 
Here -the reproductions are of simpler 


miuerials. but produce the same effect upon the 
hallowed spot 


ft Is at the holy sepnleher that the holy eu- 


charist is: administered to the thrnn.cs who come 
to this most sacred shrine Krister Sunday morn- 
ing.Above the holy sepulcher nnd reached by two 
Rights of tmirhlo steps Is the nltar of Thabor, rep- 
resenting the 
commonly • known Mount Tabor, 


where the transfiguration of Christ took place In 
the. presence of Moses and Ellas. 


To the left of the holy sepulcher. and the altar 


of Thiibor is tho chapel of St. Francis. 
The 


"Sweet Snlnt of Asslsl" Is hern represented in 
the figure above the nlttir ns receiving- the em- 
brace of our Iiorrl. according to tile conception 
of Murlllo. 
A relief panel on either side of the 


fUnirc represents, on the right, St. Francis bles.s- 
Ing St. Louis, king of France, and St. Elizabeth, 
(uieen 'of Hungary, and on the left tils stlgraatl- 
Kiitlon. 
The nltar of Calvary, set high above the main 


entrance to the church. Is a replica of the Greek 
altnr lit Jerusalem, which covers the "place of the 
skull," where the Savior of the world gave up 
his life for mankind. 
Behind the altar is an im- 


presslve group of the crucifixion, consisting oC 
the figure'of the Crucltled. with tlio Virgin Mnry 
and St. John on either side. Beyond these figures 


(in', on either.side, two monuments, one of Mary 
Magdalene; the other known as the "Pieta" and 


the lifeless body of Christ In the 
mother after the descent from the 
repn'seiil i ii 
arms of his 
cross. 


The distance from this reprcseutntion of Mount 


Calvary to the holy sepulcher, across the length 
of th<; Vreat church,. Is about the same as are the, 
origiiinls 1'rmn each other in Jerusalem, and the 
height is tho same as Mount Calvary. 
' Keneath the Church of the Holy Sepulcher is a 
series of underground chambers which are true 
copies of several of the snored spots in Palestine. 


Tin: Knsl.fr services at Mount St. Sepulcher ac- 


tually commence a week before, for the rites of 
holy week are but n preparation for the glorious 
celebration of Easter. They arc carried but with- 
full detail and liturgical splendor and after .the 
manner of those at Jerusalem, the seat of the 
actual shrines of Christ, where the Franciscan 
friars have been the custodians since 1223, when 
the fervor and piety of'St. Francis won this right 
fur himself and his followers. 


The first service of holy week takes place Palm 


Sunday with the nine o'clock mass, when the 
celebrant blesses and distributes the palms at the 
central altar. After this the traditional proces- 
sion takes place, in representation of our- Lord's 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem, when the multi- 
tudes waved palm branches before him and shout- 
ed "Hosannah to the Highest!" This service is 
similar to Hint now celebrated In Jerusalem at 
the Church of the Holy Sepulcher. 


After the procession round 
the 
monastery 


church at Washington, high mass is celebrated 
and the passion sung according to-the gospel of 
St. Matthew. 
;fi 


Late on Wednesday afternoon the matins of 


Holy Thursday, commonly called Tenobrae, are 
suns In the church, which Is but dimly lighted. . 


Holy Thursday, or Maundy Thursday, Is a day 


of fesllval because it is the anniversary of the in- 
slltutlon of the Lord's supper. 


Good Friday at the Church of the Holy Sepu'i- . 


chi;r is observed with rites of unique solemnity. 
At the morning service of this day no one save 
the celebrant receives the holy communion. 
No 


mass is celebrated In any Catholic church on this 
day. 
In black vestments, accompanied by his 


ministers, the celebrant goes to the altnr, which 
is bare but for tho candlesticks and,, cruclflx'cov- 
ered with n purple cloth. The officiant and min- 
isters prostrate themselves before the altar dur- 
ing the singing of part of the Scriptures. Then 
while kneeling a plain white linen cloth is spread 
upon the bare altar, which Is now In darkness. 


The passion, according to St. John's gospel, is 


then sung by three deacons, as on Palm Sunday, 
after which the crucifix on the main 
veiled and brought down to the altar steps, where 
clergy and people venerate it. Durir 


altar is un- 


g this cere- 


mony all the crucifixes In the churcli have been 
unveiled. 


After the veneration of the crucifix the friars 


form in -procession and proceed to the holy sep- 
ulcher, when the sacrament la brought back In 
solemn state to the central altar. 
The officiant 


then consumes the sacred species and the clergy 
leave the altnr in silence. 


The Good Friday evening service at the Church 


of the Holy Sepulcher Is unique in this country, 
and represents the burial of our Lord, following 
closely that performed at Jerusalem. The church 
is in comparative darkness and the scenes in this 
dim light take on an added solemnity. Previous 
to this service the figure of Christ has been taken 
from Its year-long resting place in the holy sep- 
ulcher and is now reclining on a bier in front: 
of the representations of Mount Calvary. '-The 
figure is Incensed; pr»yers are said, and, follow- 
ing the first, of a series of sermons in various 
Iiiugung-es is preached from the spot. 


Then the solemn procession is formed. 
The 


dead Christ on the bier, partly covered by a pall, 
is borne by the moriks. 
Preceding this, at the 


head of the cortege, are carried representations 
of the crown of thorns, of the three nails which 
pierced hands and feet, of the spear which wound- 
ed the side and of the sponge filled with vinegar 
which they gave him to drink. 


The procession moves slowly round the church, 


stopping at intervals before the various altars. 
The bier Is rested at each until n sermon In a 
different language Is preached. 
The figure Is 


finally rested upon the stone of unction, which is 
In front of the holy sepulcher, and the last sermon 
is then preached. After the sermon the figure la 
again incensed, prayers are recited and the dead 
Christ is laid to rest .for another year in the holy 
sepulcher. 


On Holy Saturday, or Easter eve, quite a num- 


ber of old liturgical rites are observed at the 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher. Chief among them 
is the blessing of the paschal candle at the nine 
o'clock morning service. 


On the evening of Holy Saturday the church is 


beautifully decorated with Easter flowers and 
greens, and there Is held the "service of resur- 
rection." The friars go to the part of the church 
in front of the holy sepulcher and then'chant the 
solemn matins.of the resurrection. 
At the con- 


clusion of this office the- celebrant and his minis- 
ters-proceed to the holy sepulcher and the blessed 
sacrament is brought out in triumph. In gorgeous 
procession, amid hymns and the pealing of the 
organ, It is' carried round .through the various 
chapels, and finally to the high altar, where the 
solemn benediction is bestowed, and the first 
service of Easter Is over. 
'

The Easter Sunday masses, following the cus- 


tom of those in Jerusalem, are said In the holy 
sepulcher every half hour from 5:30 In the morn- 
Ing. 
At nine o'clock a solemn high mass Is said 


at the central altnr, -when the gorgeous Easter 
music is beautifully rendered by the monastery 
choir before a congregation which crowds the 
great edifice. A-custom of several years' standing 
at the first service of Enster Sunday Is 'the atr 
tendance in a body of a large number of Howard 
university students, who walk out to. the rnonas-' 
tery church to partake of the early Easter sacra- 
ment. At the 3:30 service In the afternoon the 
chanting of the office of compline Is followed by 
the solemn benediction of the blessed sacrament. 


If 'Easter, day be bright and sunny, such of the 


grounds of the church and monastery as may be 
explored by the public are filled with sightseers 
after this song service. 
They wander through 


the well-kept grounds and'generally find their way 
to .the grotto of Lourdes, lying in a little, valley to 
the south of the monastery. This Is a facsimile 
reproduction of the> famous shrine of the Pyre- 
nees, created by the Franciscan friars here for, 
the benefit of those 'pilgrims who cannot see the 
famous grotto of mira'culous healing in Its^native 
home In the south of France. 
• 


It is only upon .special occa'sions that one may 


penetrate, the seclusion of the beautiful cloisters 
and courtyard of: the monastery, the great, severe- 
ly plain rectangular: buildt'ig behind, the church. 


:The 'courtyard, with itg-vinercovered cistern In 


the. center, Is a spot of rict beauty, which lends 
additional 
charm to thev graceful- ambulatory, 


where the friars take exercise and recreation in 
inclement weather., Nor may one, except by spe- 
cial privilege, penetrate the 
beautiful private 


grounds 
of 
the . monastery . and 
enjoy 
the 


exquisitely kept garden' and grounds which the 
monks have: created behind their home.

enough to keep them In good condition. 


Soft feeds for poultry are ground 


grains rind by-producls, vcgelablas, the 
Mesh parts of anlimit feed substances, 
and table -scraps, which aic a mixture 
of such things. Haul feeds are whole 
and cracked grains, and the mineral 
parts of animal feeds. 


Mixture la Mash. 


A soft feed mlxlure Is culled n mash. 


Stashes are fed either In a molsl or 
In n dry state. The form In which the 
mash Is given determines the manner 
of feeding It, and—lo some extent — 
the method of feeding the hard grain, 
A moist mash Is usually given as one 
of two or more regular meals, and In 
such ftminllly dial If Is all consumed 
within n short time. Table scraps with 
enough ground feed to absorb any ex- 
cess of moisture make a good moist 
mash. A dry mush Is usually fed Irj a 
hopper from uhlcli the bhds can eat 
ul will nt nil limes or at least, for sev- 
eral hours dally, 


The dry mash method Is most con- 


venient Cor poultry keepers who are 
away from home all tlnv, and in short 
winter days cannot nlteml

hens by daylight, With an ample sup- 
ply of dry mush in u hopper, a day's 
allowance of hard grain In Ihe lltt'cr 
of straw or other light nuilorlnl cov- 
ering the floor of the coop, a piece of.

'New York.—Reform has put the 


on a section of New York city that was 
notorious in the old slumming days; 
Chinatown has lost Its glamor and Its 
charm. No longer is the Chinatown of 
old the haven for the 
professional 


guide, although a few sightseers still 
ask to be shown over the district. A 
few years ago it was possible for the 
guides to stand on the spot where a 
Hop Sing Tong member had assassi- 
nated an On Leong Tong follower the 
night .before. 
Now these spots have 


been forgotten, so long has it been 
since a killing has taken place. 


Gambling has been practically wiped 


out. 
The better element of Chinatown, 


the Chinese themselves, agreed that 
too much money was invested in busi- 
rress there to permit tong wars to con- 
tinue. So a peace parley resulted tJ- 


agreement to stop the killings. On- 


ly once in several years has this agree- 
aeiit been violated. The business men, 
hrotigh their associations, have main- 
tained a close watch on the unbidden 
guest to the district, and his move- 
ments are followed for I'ear that he 
might violate the trancjuility that DOW 
abides. 


Modern Chinamen In Control. 


With the moving away from the sec- 


tion oi' the bad men, some of whom 
were sent to prison for long terms, 
their places were taken by the more 
Americanized Chinese. They no long- 
er wear "pig tails." Modern shoes and 
clothing have replaced the Oriental 
costumes and many o£ the 'Chinamen 
speak very good English. Thq young- 
er generation have had the advantage' 
of education In the public schools, for 
the great mass of the people who now 
live in Chinatown were born in this 
country. 


With the ending of the tong wars 


some of the landmarks soon passed. 
Also the thrills for visitors have dis- 
appeared. In the days -when the glory 
of Chinatown was at Its height, saloons 
flourished in all their garish, splendor. 
There tvere singing and dancing wait- 
ers who attended to the business of 
serving customers.

The best results in feeding hens 


for eggs are obtained by giving the 
birds several meals a duy in such form 
that they eat about equal amounts of 
soft and hard feeds. When it is not 
convenient to hand-feed them in this 
way, very good results may be obtain- 
ed by 'any plnn that furnishes enough 
feed, in the right variety, 'Tinder such 
conditions that they do not gorge them- 
selves at any time, and take, exercise 
enough to keep them in good condition. 


Soft feeds for poultry are ground 


grains and by-products, vegetables, the 
flesh parts of animal feed substances, 
and table scraps, which are a mixture 
of such things. Hard feeds are whole 
and cracked grains, and the mineral 
parts of animal feeds. ' 


Mixture l» Mash. 


A soft feed mixture is called a mash. 


Mashes are fed either in a moist or 
in a dry state. The. form In which the 
mash is given -determines the manner 
of feeding it, and—to some extent— 
the method of .feeding the hard grain. 
A moist mash is usually given as one 
of two or more regular meals, and in 
such quantity' that it is .all consumed 
within a short time. Table scraps with 
enough ground feed to absorb any ex- 
cess of moisture make a good moist 
mas]).'. A dry mash is usually fed id a 
hopper from which the birds can eat 
at will at all times or at least, for sev- 
eral hours .daily. 
. ' . 


The dry mash method Is most con- 


venient for poxiltry keepers; who are 
away from home all day, and in short 
winter days cannot attend to their 
hens by daylight. ."With an ample sup- 
ply of dry, mash in a hopper, a dajr's 
allowance of hard grain In the litter 
of straw or other light material COT- 
erlng the floor of the coop, a piece of 
cabbage or :of mangel., wurzel where 
ihe hens can .eat whait they want of. 
.t, fresh'water, and supplies of oyster 
shell and grit in small hoppers, pro- 
vision has been made for .al) needs of 
the hens,: and they will lay .well, 
:hough not, .perhaps, quite, as many, 
eggs as when hand-fed two or three 
times dally. ' • " . , .

Recipe :for Dry Mash. 
, 


A good .recipe for a dry mash- is: 


Equal ..parts 'by weight; 
cornmeal, 


ground oats, .wheat bran," ond beef 
scraps; .A good .moist mash may be 
made, of the same meal ingredients' 
with :only one-third the amount. of 
beef .scraps, .because a larger propor- 
tioh-:of'Concentrated animal feed in a 
moist'mash.-'rnay: cause, bowel'troubles. 


With' such a- dry mash: about, a pint 


of hard "grain ', mixture -(.two . parts 
cracked corn, one part oats by w.eight) 
to ten birds is required. ••? With a. moist 


High-Priced Feed. 


Many of those thinking of engaging 


in poultry keeping are deterred liy the 
high price of feed. 
As they cannot 


figure a profit on poultry raised on 
grain costing around $5 a hundred 
pounds, they conclude that as long as 
such prices last poultry cannot be 
raised at a profit. That is true in re- 
gard to many cases where a profit 
could be mnde with feed at lower 
prices, but in many more cases poultry 
will pay even if feed prices should go 
much higher than now. 


Most of the poultry produced in tho 


United States comes from general 
farms where the birds live largely on 
wastes that would not be used at all if 
the poultry did not eat them. As long 
as a farmer does not feed any con- 
siderable quantity of salable grain to 
his poultry the prices of feed do not 
directly afiTect his profits from poultry. 
Indirectly, high prices of feed—tend- 
ing to curtail production among those 
who buy. most of their poultry feed;— 
benefit the farmer by raising prices of 
poultry and eggs in the general 
markets. 


When feed prices nre high small 


back yard flocks can usually be kept 
at a profit by feeding as much waste 
as can he obtained, striving for the 
best possible egg production, and sell- 
ing eggs direct to the trade that pays 
the best price. 
The same methods 


may also enable a specialist in market- 
egg production with a large flock to 
keep his plant running when with less 
efficient methods he would be forced 
to discontinue. 


Growers of standard-bred poultry for 


breeding and exhibition purposes can 
usually operate, no matter how high 
the prices of, feed may go. If .their 
profits are much lower than normal un- 
der such conditions, they know that 
eventually either prices of feed will 
come down or prices on high-class stock 
and eggs will go up, and in the long 
run their profits under different condi- 
tions-will be equalized.. 


Such is the striking title to a well- 


timed cartoon in :in agricultural pa- 
per, showing tho War Lord in salute 
to the former. The meaning of it is 
that without the assistance tlnit the 
farmer renders iu the matter of pro- 
viding food for the army the lighting 
ability of that body would be propor- 
tionally decreased. 
While the army 


Is fighting, the farmer is busy. The 
promptness 
with 
which he sprang 


into the breach was a patriotism equal 
to that of the man who enlisted ami 
the farmer's record In this particular 
was worthy of the high record that 
has become his. All over the United 
States the appeal Is being met by more 
production. Fields are enlarged, inten- 
sive agriculture has taken the place 
of slipshod methods, more cattle are 
being fattened, more hogs grown, veal 
and iamb have become scarce com- 
modities. 
This is ail in keeping with 


the 
food-controller's 
demands, 
and 


with the heartiness that Is now preva- 
lent, ir would seem as if the require- 
ments of the boys at the front and the 
allies in Europe would be fully met. 


Xot only are die tilled acres of the 


United 
States 
being 
brought 
into 


requisition, but the wild pasture laails 
are doing tribute with their cattle and 
sheep. 
Working In conjunction with 


thy United States, Western Canada is 
also doing its share and a pretty large 
share it is, too.

with the United States Government it 
will now be possible through its'em- 
ployment bureau to secure for the 
Western Canada fields suvh help us 
can he -spared.

rally accompanying this enterprise. 
There is also the large area of uncul- 
tivated lands that are waiting the 
man with sufficient means to purchase 
and equip.

Automobiles form, a 


necessary part, of the outfit of a good 
muny farmers that would like to move 
to Canada. These are now accorded 
free duty. Provision Is also made that 
those requiring seed and unable to ob- 
tain, it In any other way, may get It 
from the Government. 
So from this 


It will be seen that it Is not only the 
fertile lands of Western Canada that 
Invite the settler, but the ease and 
cheapness with which a farmer may 
establish himself.—Advertisement.
